A large part of the Summa 
is devoted to the deflinition of 
Justice and it is here that he 
warned against secularization 
by the commercializing influen- 
ces of trade and finance. 

He dealt extensively with the 
natural right to property, dis- 
cussing the possibilities of com- 
mon property and private use, 
or private property with com- 
mon use. He came to the con- 
clusion that private property, 
limited by the demands of the 
common good, was the better 
solution. However, he pointed 
out that this was a question of 
expediency to avoid strife with- 
in society. 

St. Thomas was quite out- 
spoken in his condemnation of 
the profit motive unless direct- 
ed to an intrinsic good as the 
maintenance of a family or the 
improvement of society as &@ 
whole 

The inclusion of the teachings 
of the angelic doctor in the cur- 
ri¢ula of our schools would cer- 
tainly go a long ways to make 
this a better world to live in.

Spent Years 
Looking At Hole 
In Moon 


Astronomers are saying that 
69-yehr-old Roland Clarkson, 
who died not long ago in Suf- 
folk, achieved immortality for 
himself and his name because 
he spent all his spare time after 
dark gazing intently at the 
moon through a portable tele- 
scope on the lawn of his bun- 
galow home. 


For twenty-nine years he 
studied specially one of the 
moon’s ‘many craters, then 


known as Crater 2412. What he 
observed was so important to 
astronomical, science that it is 
now renamed Clarkson Crater. 

“When the first landing: party 
is completing .its plans for 
reaching the moon, it will cer- 
tainly have to make a special 
note of the Clarkson Crater,” one 
astronomer said,

Remarkable efforts of courage 
and endeavour — all of them.

Sportsmen all over the Uni- 
ted States are stil! talking about 
48-year-old Ben Lloyd's walk.

But bachelor Ben Lloyd prob- 
ably won't be interested, al- 
though he might be tempted 
later on to tackle a similar long 
walk through the streets of New 
York. He’s quite capable of it. 

Fantastic records like his don’t 
get into the sporting handbooks, 
though unofficial world cham- 
pions do astoundifig things. Take 
Ken Baily, for instance. He ran 
from ‘Bournemouth to Paris. 
Impossible, you say? Well, Baily 
did it, nevertheless, in thirty- 
five and a half hours of run- 
ning, in 1937. 

He ran thirty-two miles to 
Southampton at night, boarded 
a liter bound for Cherbourg af- 
ter taking a first-Class ticket, 
and kept on running round the 
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RIO SOLOS — The Andrews tri- 
plets (no relation to the singing 
trio), ore in complete harmony 
on two things; each of the gigls 
dresses differently, ond each 
wonts to pursue a separate 
coreer. The first triplets ever

five feet long. 

Crowds gathered in a Berlin 
street in 1949 to watch Bruno 
Kaminsky and his two friends 
set out on a 2,000-mile barrel 
tour of Germany. The barrel 
had full accommodation for the 
three men, and they slept in it 
each night, after rolling it along 
all day. It was electrically lit, 
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but had no brakes. The three 
men, accompanied by a dog, ac- 
complished the trip 

An Australian rode more than 
500 miles, from Sydney to Mel- 
bourne, on a rocking-horse. The 
rocking-horse was fitted with 
a pair of roller skates, one of 
which was attached to reins for 
steering, the other geared with 
pedals. 

The same man achieved an- 
other freak record in the fol- 
lowing year. He travelled 2,200 
miles from Port Augusta to 
Brisbane, on a child’s tricycle, 
winning a big wager. 

Some years ago a cyclist un- 
dertook to ride his bike down 
the 350 stairs leading from the 
first platform of the Eiffe] Tow- 
er, Paris, to the ground. He 
managed some of the stairs safe- 
ly, but fell off his machine and 
injured his leg while trying to 
negotiate others. ~ 

He persevered and continued 
his ride at breakneck speed, 
reaching the ground without 
further mishap. 

You'd think it impossible for 
a man to skip 1,000 miles — 
from Melbourne to Adelaide 
and back. Yet this was done by 
a man named Tom Morris, The 
journey lasted forty-four days.

There was a scream and 
struggle beside the car. Two 
men were trying to force a 
woman into the back seat. She 


screamed again. Faces appear- . 


ed at nearby windows. “Let her 
alone, you beasts!” shouted a 
passerby. Then somebody *phon- 
ed for the police. 

One of the men hit the wom- 
an hard on the chin while the 
other pulled her into the car. 
“She’s my wife," shouted the 
first man, defiantly, as the car 
drove off. 

Unnoticed, a beer bottle had 
slipped out of the car into the 
road and rolled to the gutter. 

That scene, disturbing and un- 
pleasant to onlookers, had taken 
place late on the evening of 
Sunday, March 19th, 1950. 

Earlier, Jo-Ann Dewey, eigh- 
teen-year-old, slim and pretty 
nurse at the Sanatorium, Port- 
land, Oregon, U.S.A, had just 
finished work. She had supper 
at a drug-store and paid a visit 
to the movies. If was about 11 
o'clock that night when the bus 
put her down at Battleground, 
a suburb of Vancouver, Wash- 
ington, a few miles away from 


_ where she lived. 


Jo-Ann’s home was some dis- 
tance from the bus stop and she 
didn’t like the lonely journey. 
She rang up a friend and asked 
him to pick her up in his car 
— but the car had broken down. 
She telephoned her mother, who 
suggested she should stay at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital nearby. A 
nurse there was a friend of the 
family. 

Jo-Ann had started to walk 
to the hospital when, from a 
ear parked by the roadside, two 
men got out. ‘ 

Within sixty seconds of the 
call a police patrol car was on 
the spot. The officers learned 
from residents what had hap- 
pened and cruised round the 
streets without seeing any trace 
of a car. Then they searched 
the area where the struggle had 
taken place. They found a bro- 
ken handbag strap, a hair-slide 
—and a beer bottle, not quite 
empty. 

When Jo-Anne Dewey did not 
come home the next morning, 
her mother went to the police 
She was shown ‘the strap and 
the hair-slide. Both, she said, 
belonged to her daughter 

It was exactly a week later 
that two fishermen were cast- 
ing in the icy water of the Wind 


River, which flows from the 
mountains into the Columbia 
River in the south-east of the 


Washington State. One of them 
saw something white lying on 
a sandbank. They went to inves- 
tigate and found the unclothed 
body of a young woman. It was 
Jo-Ann Dewey 

The body was examined by a 
leading pathologist. He was able 
to determine that she had been 
dead a week.

You, madam, «ce less super- 
stitious than your mother was 
when she was your. age.* You, 
sir, couldn’t care less about 
some of the superstitions which 
were popular in your father’s 
youth. 

That’s the conclusion of a4 
student of folklore who's been 
telling “Tit-Bits’ why he be- 
lieves that many of the old 
superstitions are slowly dying 


out in Britain, and elsewhere. 

For instance, thirty years ago 
people shrank in horror at the 
thought of taking home a pea- 
cock’s feather. They firmly be- 
lieved it meant bad luck for 
everybody living in the house. 

It’s different in 1954. When 
peacocks shed their lovely fea- 
thers in the aviary at London 
Zoo, visitors gladly take them 
home as souvenirs after asking 
the keepers for them. 


Today more and more women 
ére wearing green or introduc- 
ing green colour schemes into 
their living rooms at home. In 
grandma's time green was frown- 
ed on.

The company now 
has the right to continue its 
operations, subject, of course, to 
the results of an appeal by the 
government agencies to the 
Supreme Court, if and when 
such an appeal is made. 
Stronger Law Needed 

There are two aspects of this 
ease which are important. The 
first is that the Edible Oils Pro- 
ducts Act—as we have said time 
and time again —is not worth 
the paper it is writter on.. We 
have warned of its loopholes 
and predicted that new dairy 
substitutes, other than marga- 
rine, would come in. It will be 
up to those who were so enthu- 
siastic about this piece of legis- 
lation to try and stop the gaps 
in it.

They 
asked whether they would be 
compensated for the loss of their 
business. They were told to go 
and look for something else.

Blue, black and purple, 
the beds seem to bend in every 
direction’ yet without those con- 
tortions which are characteris:

if we trace out any particular 
bed, we are sure, after a short 
distance, to find it end in a frac- 
ture, where some other rock, 
very similar, but not the same, 
takes its place. 

The similarity of all these 
rocks is so great that geologists 
were for many decades unable 
satisfactorily to determine their 
relations. Now, a man in a shop, 
with piles of books about him, 
issued at various dates, and 
wishing to classify them chron- 
ologically, would impress on 
each some little mark or sign, 
to enable him correctly to cor- 
relate each pile. That is what 
Nature has done with these 
slates and shales. She has mark- 
ed them, with impressions very 

much like those of a pencil, a 
different set of impressions are 
for each division of time. The 
impressions are of small ani- 
mals that once swam in the sea. 
_- They are confined rather rig- 
idly, each one to aspecific age; 
and their discovery has made 
possible the elucidation of a con- 
siderable part of the world’s 
history. The rocks that they oc- 
eupy lie upon Cambrian or old- 
er formations; sometimes, by 
transition upwards, indicating a 
gradual change from the one 
age to the next; sometimes there * 
is a sharp break, indicating that 
the ancient land had been up- 
lifted, worn down, and again 
depressed, ere the new age 
came in. 
In general, the Age of Mud 
commenced with a further de- 
pression of the sea bottom; for 
in place of the coarse grits and 
sandstone which had accumu- 
lated along the early Cambrian 
shores, we find accumulations of 
finer detritus, such as would be

thirty feet of mud by Navy 
divers, in 1950, 


Legend has it that the ship 


was destroyed by clansman 
Donald Glas McLean, who threw 
a lighted torch into the magazine 
when he was being taken away 
as a hostage. And legend also 
has it that the ship was the 
“Duque di Florencia,” which 
was carrying about £3 million 
in gold and jewels to finance 
the Spanish invasion of Britain,

An oat disease, caused by a 
fungus known as Septoria ave- 
Nae, was first reported in the 
Maritime provinces in 1948. Al- 
though its severity is greatly 
dependent on such factors as 
time of infection in relation to 
crop maturity and on seasonal 
it appears 
that damage is increasing an- 
nually. Symptoms of infection 
are found on both the leaves 
and the stems but stem infec- 
tion is responsible for most of 
the yield loss in this area. 
Characteristic blackened areas 
on the stems are most apparent 
when the crop is mature and 
these have led to the fairly 
wide usage of “black stem” to 
denote the disease. Much of the ~ 
lodging reported in recent 
years is actually straw break- 
age which may occur at these 
infected areas of the stem.

None of the present day com- 
mercial varieties have satisfac- 
tory resistance to “black stem” 
although they do differ in de- 
grees of susceptibility. Such 


differences are considered in 
making variety recommenda- 
tions for the Maritime area and 
growers are advised to follow 
these recommendations as 
closely as possible, The disease 
is carried over on the seed and 
some measure of control may be 
obtained through treatment 
with organic mercury com- 
pounds such as those used in 
the control of oat smuts.

The Weaker Sex? 
Says You! 


Science, at last, has proved 
that women are better than 
men — and man admits it! 

Dr. Ashley Montagu, profes- 
sor of anthropology at Rutgers 
University, told members of 
Holy Blossom Temple that sci- 
ence had disproved the myth 
that woman was “long on hair, 
short on brains.” 

Men were stronger in such 
things as lifting, pushing and 
pulling, but now 90 per cent of 
that sort of work was done by 
machinery. In any case, man 
paid a terrible price for his 
extra’ strength by using his 
energy so fast that he burned 
out much more quickly than the 
female. 

Females lived longer than 
males, even though they were 
more subject to certain disord-. 
ers. In the US., the relative life 
expectancy figures were 65% 
years for men and 72 for w0- 
meni. 

Besides working less hard 
than. women, men were insen- 
sitive and lacked an under- 
standing of a woman's work in 
the home. A day’s housework 
exhausted the mere male, and 
by the time he had finished a 
second day around the home, 
he was ready for hospital 

Women were able to cry. and 
this restored their equilibrium.

Were Treasured 


At our home in the Kentucky 
hills, several years ago, buttons 
were probably used more than 
any other thing. They were 
salvaged from worn out shirts 
and dresses and families usually 
stored them in a small cedar 
chest or some highly decorative 
box. Whatever was used to 
store them, it occupied a prom- 
inent spot and provided orna- 


mentation. for the top of a 
dresser, chest, or mantel. Even 
eyelets. from old shoes were 


gently lifted out of leather and 
placed among the buttons, Why 
I don’t know, because I can't 
recall them ever being used for 
anything. 

When visitors came, and visit- 
ing was the most*common social 
pastime, the button box, like 
the family album, was looked 
into and picked over with great 
enthusiasm.

What are, or were, the arms 
of England? This little problem 
of heraldry recently proved a 
headache for British potters who 
produced the Queen’s vase, one 
of the most complicated pieces 
of bone china ever made, as a 
tribute to Queen Elizabeth I. 

The fwtest craftsmen and ar- 
tists in the industry worked 
since before the Coronation to 
produce this ten-sided decorated 
vase which was recently pre 
sented to Her Majesty. 

About. 50 of the most expert 
workmen contributed more than 
8,000 hours to produce it 

At the top of the front centre 
panel is reproduced the royal 
coat of arms on a projecting 
chield, In each of the two pan- 
els immediately adjacent are 
four smaller raised shields, on 
each of which is reproduced re- 
spectively the Tudor rose, the 
Scottish thistle, the Irish sham- 
rock, and the Welsh leek. Also 
reproduced are! the arms of the 


four “mother countries” ofthe 
Commonwealth. 
But when the designeis came 


to the arms of England, they 
hesitated. They could find, no 
reference book to help them. 50 
they rang up the College of Her- 
alds. The college replied that 


_ England had no separate arms 


now. The arms of England and 
Scotland were amalgamated on 
the creation of Great Britain by 
the treaty of union in 1707 

Obvi- 
ously, to represent the arms of 
England separately, but, once 
again, what were they? No one 
seemed to know.

Cuts Fowl's Roasting Time

There's something new in chicken and turkey roasting. At the 
recent Newspaper Food Editors Conference in New York we 
learned how it’s done — quick, and with highheat. - 

Eleanor M. Lynch of Reynolds Metal Company explained that 
the revolutionary high-speed method cuts the roasting time ap- 


proximately in half. 


Here's how you do it: Instead of the usual low temperature 
of 300 degrees F., use a very high temperature, 450 degrees F. 
Instead of stuffing the turkey, bake the stuffing separately. Wrap 
the turkey completely in aluminum foil during all but the last 


30 minutes of the roasting time. 


With chickens and small Beltsville-type turkeys, the saving 
in time is great, too. A 3% to 4% pound eviscerated, broiler: 
fryer type chicken may be roasted in one hour and 45 minutes 
as against 2% to 3 hours by the low-temperature method, A 6- 
pound eviscerated Bgltsville-type turkey can be roasted in 2% 
hours as against 3% hours by the low-temperature method. 

Reports from housewives state that these chickens and tur- 
keys rate high in flavor and moistness. And since the juice can't 
evaporate, you have all the makings for wonderful gravy right 


at hand.
